Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for enabling recovery of missing 
information in a digital communication system, comprising: 

a Forward Erasure Correction (FXC) encoder for computing FXC parity 
superpackets across information superpackets for subsequent recovery of any entire ones 
of the information superpackets that have been at least partially compromised due to 
synchronization loss; and 

a multiplexer for multiplexing the information superpackets and the FXC parity 
[superpackes] superpackets prior to any transmission thereof. 

Reasons for allowance 



Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-14 and 16-20 are allowed. 
The following is a reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art fails to disclose or suggest features in the claimed invention. 

It has been determined after careful review of the claims that the prior art does not 
teach: a Forward Erasure Correction (FXC) encoder for computing FXC parity 
superpackets across information superpackets for subsequent recovery of any entire 
ones of the information superpackets that have been at least partially compromised 
due to synchronization loss.
